Relief from Plague. 


EPIDEMIC MOVES WEST. 


Minnesota and Wisconsin More 
Seriously Afflicted’ than 
Other Inland States. 


under foot, like streets foul with the residue 


clammy fog muffiing the country, it is no 
wonder New York is a stricken city.. Friday 
it is going to rain or snow, and though the 
weather is warmer there is to be no relief. 
for the city. Grip killed ten persons today, 
drove one woman crazy, and caused one 
man to kill himself. The total number of 
deaths in Manhattan and Bronx to date is 
fifty-six. 

There are 258 members of the police force 
incapacitated by grip and seventy firemen 
are absent from duty for the same cause. 
Three hundred employés of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance company are ill of the petty 
plague. 

The epidemic, though the members of the 
Board of Health quarrel over applying the 
word to the prevalence of the disease, is 
upon us. Whether the delay in removing the 
snow caused it or whether it was simply the 
combination of slush, fog, and cold is a ques- 
tion between Street Superintendent McCart- 
ney and the physicians. President Murphy 
of the Health board says the worst is over 
and that there is no oc@asion for alarm but 
plenty for precaution. 

President Murphy of the Health board 
today ordered the Sanitary Inspector to 
have all the street cars fumigated and 
cleaned so as not to be a menace to the pub- 
lic health.

* Up to this time there have been no cases 
of grip reported. We regard the disease as 
not contagious, but as an influenza, which 
becomes epidemic by reason of something in 
the atmosphere. 

“The Iowa board has never taken any 
steps to prevent the spread of the disease, 
as we believe that there is no practicable 
method for so doing.” 

Not Recorded in Ohio. 

Columbus, O., Dec. 21.—[Specia!.]—On the 
question of the prevalence of the grip in 
Ohio, Dr. Probst, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, says: 

“My department has only to deal with 
infectious and contagious diseases, and the 
grip does not come under either category, 
although the New York Board of Health 
has decided that the grip is contagious. 

‘Heretofore it has not been so considered in 
Ohio, and I know nothing of its prevalence 
except as I read in the daily papers. 

“There is no record kept of the disease 
in this office. I have advices that it is preva- 
lent in Cincinnati, Dayton, Cleveland, and in 
parts of eastern Ohio, although it is my opin- 
ion that there are no more cases than usual 
at this season of the year. We have the 
grip every winter in Ohi, and the climatic 
conditions the last week have been favorable 
to its 4 egg So far as being an epidemic 
in this State is concerned, I have no informa- 
tion that such a condition exists.”’ 


Widespread in Louisville. 

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 21.—It is estimated 
by the health department that there are 
10,000 cases of grip in this city. The dis- 
ease is so widespread that in many casés 
business has been seriously impeded. The 
public schools especially have suffered, 
many of the teachers having been obliged ta 
abandon their duties on account of sickness. 
The state of the weather, which has been 
wet and foggy for ten days past, is given 
as the cause of the spread of the disease. 


St. Louis Fears Epidemic. ; 
St. Louis, Mo,, Dec. 21,—There are two doz-

Epidemic of the Disease in Chicago Re- 


garded as Improbable by Health 
Department Officials. 


Chicago Health department officials say 
this city is not likely to suffer an epidemic of 
the grip, nor is it threatened with any such 
epidemic. The records of the department 
show but six deaths in Chicago from grip 
since June 1, and in the first five months of 
the year there were 271 deaths from grip.

‘‘Chicago had its grip epidemic last win- 
ter,’’ said Dr. F. W. Reilly, Assistant Health 
Commissioner, ‘‘and any talk of such an 
epidemic heré now is without foundation. 
This department for two years has made 
an open offer to test for grip germs by 
bacterial examination any case of supposed 
grip referred to it. Within the last seven 
months but few cases have beem found. 

“This talk of an epidemic is harmful to 
the city. As soon asthe cry is raised every 
case of sore throat, asthma, bronchitis, 
pleurisy, or any one of half a dozen other 
diseases is at once sét down as a case of 
grip. One doctor has said the grip is caused 
by filthy street and blames the Health de- 
partment for the fact. He apparently does 
not know that the street cleaning work was 
tatken away from the Health department 
for political reasons some years ago. 

** Moreover, the condition of the streets 
has little to do with the grip. Filth and bad 
air weaken the system and lessen its power 
of resistance, soif grip germs are prevalent 
the disease is more likely to attack people 
than if they were in mére robust health. 
That is as closely as the two are related;” °

JUDGE WATERMAN TALKS OF 


FRUSTS, LYNCHING, BRIBERY. 


At the Banquet of the Massachusetts 
Society He Declares This Nation 
Falls Far Short of What the Pilgrim 
Fathers Might Have Expected of 
Their Descendants—Cites Growing 
Tendency of the People to Wink at 


Disregard of the Laws. 


The Massachusetts society celebrated 
Forefathers day by a banquet last evening 
at the Grand Pacific Hotel, Fifty were 
present. Judge A. N, Waterman, who was 
the first‘ speaker, responding to the toast 
“The Day We Celebrate,’’ introduced his 
remarks by putting the question: 

“ What would our Pilgrim fathers say if 
they came here today among these sur- 
,roundings?’’ 

_ He. referred to three conditions which 
"he thought would excite their greatest 
‘amazement, mentioning the disregard of 
the laws against trusts, the disregard of 


regard of. the laws concerning bribery. 

“Jf the Filgrim fathers cou]jd look 
upon us tonight,’ he said, “they would 
think us degenerate descendants of noble 
ancestors. With all our béautiful decora- 
tions, brififant colors, and floral display, 
they could not but think the birch rod is not 
used today as it ought to be. It seems that 
the time has come when the children do not 
obey their parents; that it is the task of the 
child to regulate the conduct of the father, 
‘During the years I have been on the bench 
in the Criminal Court I have noticed that 
a great majority of the burglaries com- 
mitted are by boys under 20 years. of age. 
There is not another country on the globe 
where the children are so lawless and de- 
generate. 

‘It is often sald that the United States is 
the country in which laws are most easily 
made and most often violated. We seldom 
stop to think that there are over 150 lynch- 
ings in the United States every year and 
that there have been over 3,000 since the 
war, where no evidence of any sort that 
would be received by any court of justice 
was offered. Though a fact that we all 
know and understand, it excites no comment. 
I have known Presidents of universities 
to take the platform to talk on tariff, but I 
Rave never known of any prominent edu- 
cator speaking earnestly or decidedly on 
lynching. 

‘Governments are measured by the way 
they protect the weak and humble of the 
nation, and in that respect we fall far short 
of what the Pilgrim fathers might expect 
of their children. 

“We find our statute books full of laws 
forbidding the establishment of trusts and 
monopolies, but we cannot read a morning 


ypaper but we learn of the organization of 


gigantic trusts. We cannot eat, sleep, build 
a house, do anything without being patrons 
of these unlawful organizations. We have 
become so accustomed to it that we make 
laws against them and immediately violate 
them. 

‘ Bribing is a common crime in our midst 
and we often know who does it. We feel 

reat contempt for the man who receives 
the bribe, but extend a hearty welcome to 
the man who offers it. They are members 
of our best clubs and most . prominent 
churches and we permit it without a mur- 
mur. 

‘Though the view I have presented to- 
night is a pessimistic one, I have great con- 
fidence in the American people, and fully 
believe that things will ultimately be made 
right.’”’ 

Professor Victor C. Alderson of the Unl- 
versity of Chicago responded to the toast, 
‘‘Our Pilgrim Forefathers.’’ The Rev. W. 
C. Richardson spoke on “The Perfected 
Puritan,”’ assuming that the Puritan stood 
for a principle rather a person. Dr. E. Ben- 
jamin Andrews, who was to have responded 
to the final toast, ‘‘ The Pilgrim Father and 
his ‘ Outs,’’’ was unable to be present. 

The toasts were interspersed with musical 
numbers by Mrs. Sue Harrington Furbeck 
and a humorous reading by Mr. Dorr A. 
Kimball. The response of Governor Roger 
Wolcott of Massachusetts was read, extend- 
ing greetings to the society and inclosing a 
copy of the seal recently adopted by the 
‘'Commonwealth of Massachusetts.

When Fire 
Marshal Pazen reached the top floor Fischer 
was just shouting out that it. was his Jast 
trip. His cage reached the ground floor in 
‘safety, and then, half overcome by the 
smoke, he was helped into the street by 
policemen, 

William Trimble, the janitor’s helper, first 
started up the stairway assuring the tenants 
there was no danger. Some of them who 
found the halls filled with smoke were pack~ 
ing their belongings into bundles, but re- 
assured by the janitor they left.them and 
started down-stairs only to find the front of 
the building a mass of flames... 


Fight Fire with Buckets. 
_ Mrs. A. St. Clare, on the second floor, was 
packing her furs and silver when the janitor 
rushed up the stairs. -He called out that 


with Mrs. St. Clare, ran to. the latter's 
kitchen for a pail. The two filled the pail 
at the kitchen faucet and for fully five 
minutes stood pouring water down the 
smoking shaft, while the fire was breaking, 
unknown to them, through the lower win- 
dows. 

The smoke became go thick in the apart- 
ments that the two were driven out, and fn 
‘the hallway they met the tenants of the 
floors above rushing down the stairs. The 
policemen were just coming up. Sergeant 


. Murphy, with Patrolmen Mahony, Murnane, 


Williams, Rearden, John Hughes, McCor- 
mick, Ahern, and McDonald, pushed and 
shoved the tenants before them Gown the 
stairways through the smoke, and, rushing 
into the rooms, dragged out those who had 
delayed to pack up their belongings: . 

first firemen came with Assistant 
Chief Nelson in response to a telepone call. 
The flames were just breaking through the 
windows of the Barnes apartments and the 
other apartments on the first floor as they 
ran into the building, Fire Marshal Pazen 
came a minute later and sent in a 4-11 alarm. 


Many Have Narrow Escapes. 

Mrs. Alta Dennis, on the second floor at 
the time, remembered that the 1l-year-old 
daughter of a Mrs. Tilton had been left up- 
stairs with a neighbor, and she climbed to 
the fourth floor, to discover the baby had 
already been carried to safety by Mrs. Emma 
Edwards during the absence of the mother. 
Mrs. 8S. E. Forward, on the fourth floor, was 
helped down the stairways by a policeman, 
to meet the mother of the baby at the foot of 
the stairs, where she had fainted while try- 
ing to struggle through the smoke to the 
fourth floor. Mrs. Lou Burke, another ten- 
ant, was dragged from the building, after 
she had stopped to carry a bundle of clothing 
to safety. 

The fire on the roof, flaring up like a 
torch. attracted thousands of spectators in 
a few minutes, and as the wooden bay win- 
dows running from the basement to the 
sixth floor caught fire and blazed up also 
the streets were lighted for blocks. The 
panic-stricken tenants stood shivering in 
the cold and muddy street and watched the 
destruction of their homes. 

When the floors began falling the walls 
tottered and threatened to bury the fire- 
men and the crowd of spectators, whom 
the police found it almost impossible to 
control. But the tie rods that the builders 
had been compelled to use held them to- 
gether, and, but for the falling of a pier 
here and there, the walls remained standing. 
The fire continued to burn fiercely until 
every trace of the interior of the building 
had been obliterated. 


Swenie Criticises the Building. 

Chief Swenie said of the fire: ‘‘ The build- 
ing appears to have been built with little 
regard for safety in case of fire. All the 
front of the place is made of mere boards 
covered with tin, though they look strong 
and safe. From what I can see, there are 
two walls running the length of the struct- 
ure, east and west, and these are crossed 
by two other brick walls in the middle of the 
building. All the other divisions are made 
of laths and plaster. Former Building In- 
spector 8. B. Hisendrath, who was in office 
when the Melrose was put up, told me to- 
night that the building was condemned while 
it was in course of construction. The Build- 
ing Inspector made the builders put in tie- 
rods, hdéwever, and then the plans were ac- 
cepted.” 

L. L. Whitaker Gives the Alarm. 

L. L. Whitaker, mail carrfer, occupying 
flat 302, saw the fire coming up the ventilat- 
ing shaft, and at once gave the alarm. He 
lost a valuable collection of postage stamps 
of 3,500 different denominations, and only 
managed to save his mocking bird and 
canaries. 

Dr. Anna Wells (flat 310) would have per- 
ished in the flames while packing her val- 
uables if Policeman John Mahoney had not 
conducted her to a place of safety. 

William Trimble, who was “ doing chores ”’ 
about the apartments at the time of the 
fire, told the following story: 

“I was working for Mrs. Nichols, who 
occupies the third flat from the north end 
facing south, when the women rushed into 
the basement shouting ‘ Fire.’ They were 
excited and didn’t seem to know what they 
were about, but I gathered that the flames 
were in the part of the building furthest 
north. I ran to the second floor of the flat 
on the northeast corner, where the fire had 
started in the basement, and found the 
flames roaring up the chute used to dump 
garbage. The bathroom was near at hand 
and I got a bucket and started throwing 
water down the opening. I did this for about 
ten minutes, when the water supply was 
shut off, and I ran out of the building.” 

Elevator Pilot Stays at His Post. 

Paul L. Fischer, elevator pilot in the flats, 
remained at his post, managing the only 
lift in the* firetrap with its fifty families, 
until he was driven away by the smoke 
and flames. He said: 

“* There was a fire escape on each side, but 
none of the people in“the Melrose used the 
outside exit. I was running the elevator 
when one of the women in the flat—I think 
it was Mrs. Dennis—rushed out in the hall 
and yelled, ‘The building’s afire!l* People 
came pouring out into the halls shortly 
after that and piled into the elevator. When 
I got a load I shot the lift down to the 
first floor and went up for another. It 
seemed as if I'd been working that way for 
hours, when the thick, black smoke poured 
into the shaft, suffocating me. After that 
I had to give it up and I ski out.’’ 

Most of the occupants of the doomed 
building took shelter in the cigar and fruit 
store, 3763 Wabash avenue. The proprietor 
offered house room for the night. 

When news of the fire reached the Drexel 
Theater, in Thirty-ninth street, the entire 
audience, composed of 500 people, left their 
seats and rushed to the scene, leaving the 
theater deserted. |

That the Legtslature confer upon the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners full ju- 
dicial power to try, hear, and determing

a railroad company for services rendered, 
wholly within this State, in the transporta. 
tion of property. 

That they be given power in a like manner 


to establish full and complete Classifications _ 


of freight, to be used in the determination of 
all questions affected thereby. 

Theat the Legislature declare that the 
rates and charges so determined by them 
to be reasonable shall be the rate to be. 
thereafter charged and the only rate which 
they shall be authorized to demand or re.

ABELL IS IN THE CIRCLE. 


BROOKLYN BASEBALL MAN CONFERS 


WITH THE LEAGUE LEADERS. 


Consultation with Brush and Robison 
at New York Results in the Burying 
of the Hatchet—Transfer of Balti- 
more ;Players Is Almost Certain to 
Be Carried Out — Manager Day’s 
Visit to Springfield Surprises Chi- 
cago Fans. 


New York, Dec. 21.—[Special.]—There 
were good grounds for the stories afloat until 
today that F..A. Abell was at loggerheads 
with Frank de Haas Robison of. Cleve- 
land and John T.. Brush. of Cincinnati, but 
they are no more. The three magnates 
met at the Waldorf-Astoria and all mis- 
understandings were smoothed over. The 
conference was of an informal character,. 
but of great importance for all that. Mr. 
Abell called on the two Western magnates 
about 2 o’clock and the pipe of peace was 
smoked immediately. They discussed league 
matters in a general way and the deal be- 
tween Brooklyn and Baltimore in detail. . 

‘Mr. Brush and Mr. Robison both de- 
elared,”” said Mr. Abell, “ that placing the 
Baltimores in Brooklyn is the best thing 
that could possibly have happened for base- 
ball. It will give New York a team that will 
be right up at the top all the time and will, 
therefore, serve to revive interest here in 
the game. I say happened because I am 
ready to sign my name to the papers calling 
for the transfer, and lam satisfied Mr. Han- 
lon is, so it is as good as done.”’ 

“Are you not afraid the league wil! in 
terfere on the ground that the combination 
will own two teams?’ asKed the reporter. 

“The league has nothing whatever to. 
do with it. I say this without reservation, 
and so do Mr. Brush and Mr. Robison. The 
franchise -is not invelved—it is simply an 
exchange of players, which is dllowed and 
encouraged by the league constitution and 
bylaws. Numbers make no difference. Two 
clubs may exchange two players or twenty.”’ 

*“* What do you know about the reduction of 
the league from twelve to eight clubs, Mr. 
Abell?’’ 

“Well, I have discussed it a little with 
those who- are alleged to know and have 
read a great deal on the subject in the news- 
papers, but know little myself. I think it 
will be a great thing if done properly. The 
league is topheavy as it is now.’ 

“What do you mean by doing it in the 
right way?” asked the reporter. 

“I mean in an equitable manner. Every 
one must be treated properly and all fric- 
tion or a possibility of a baseball war must 
be abolished. The scheme has any number 
of good features, and there is a possibility 
of its being put through.” 

“Have you any idea when the reduction 


will take place? Will it be done before next 
season?’ 


“You are beyond me. It may and again 
it may not come to pass for some time.” 


The amicable relations existing between Abell 
and Brush and Robison are easily explained. At 
the recent New York meeting Abell was not one of 
those who were in the secret concerning the effort 
that was being made to reduce the league circuit. 
At that time, in fact, the leaders did not expect 
to take Abell into their scheme, regarding the 
Brocklyn club as one of the comparatively weak 
members. But the alliance between the Baltimore 
and Brooklyn teams, which developed during the 
meeting, placed matters in a different light, and 
the promoters at once saw that the new and pow- 
erful Brooklyn club must come into the circle.

FAST TRAINS IN A WRECK. 


Two Persons Killed and Several Injured 
by a Disaster on the Penn- 
sylvania. 


New York, Dec. 21.—Two of the fastest 
express trains of the Pennsylvania railroad 
came into collision early this morning at 
Colona, a small station in New Jersey, just 
beyond Rahway. The early Washington ex- 
press crashed into the rear end of the Pitts- 
burg flyer, tearing the rear car into kindling 
wood and killing two persons, badly injuring 
ten others. 

A heavy fog prevailed at the time and the 
Pittsburg flyer was going slowly, while the 
engine driver was endeavoring to read the 
signals. The engineer of the Washington 
express supposed he had a clear track.

The collision was between train No. 10, 
known as the Chicago and New York ex- 
press, and train No. 6, known as the Eastern 
express. When three miles from Rahway, 
N. J., shortly before 7 o'clock, the Chicago 
and New York express was stopped, ac- 
cording to its engineer, by signal. A rather 
thick fog prevailed. The Eastern express, 
coming .up from behind at about twenty 
miles an hour, dashed into No. 10, sending 
a baggage car off the track and crushing 
through the Pullman sleeper Bartholdi, 
which contained fifteen passengers, the Pull- 
man conductor, and colored porter. The 
engine of No. 6 did not come to a stop until 
half of the sleeping car was kindling wood. 
The engineer and fireman saved themselves 
by jumping. Train No. 10 was composed 
of mail and express cars, the Bartholdi being 


the only passenger car.

Herr Rosenthal made a much greater im- 
pression at the Central Music Hall yester- 
day afternoon than he did two weeks ago 
with the Thomas Orchestra. His program 
was distinctly of the briNiant kind, yet it 
gave ample opportunity for change of ex- 
pression and exhibition of intelligence. 

Pcrhaps the most interesting number on 
the program was the “ Carnaval’’ of Schu- 
mann, which has been twice played here so 
recently that it enabled the audience more 
easily to place the pianist in the ranks of 
musical interpreters. It must be admitted 
at once that the comparison was all in favor 
of Rosenthal. He entered'so thoroughly into 
the youthful enthusiasm of the composer, 
his playing was so full of dash, é!an, and 
brilliancy, he endowed the whole suite with 
that the listener 
might almost imagine he was hearing the 
composition for the first time. 

When Mr. Godowsky played the “ Car- 
naval’’ nearly two weeks ago he gained 
much applause by the remarkable polish of 
his work. But there was this difference: 
The suite is like a string of pearls, which 
Godowsky took to pieces, fondling each 
pearl by itself, until you admired its shape 
and color. With Rosenthal you may over- 
look the perfection of each individual pearl, 
but the beauty of the string is far more 
dazzling by being treated en masse. Nat- 
urally, too, Rosenthal’s strength and vigor 
are more apparent, particularly in the clos- 
ing march of the suite, 
storm of applause, but it/was the consistent 
personality underlying the various numbers 
which really stamped his performance as a 
“great achievement. 

The Beethoven Sonata, with which the 
program opened, was not near'y so pleasing. 
The finger work in the first movement was. 
cloudy and the effect of the beautiful an- 
dante was somewhat marred by dubious 
phrasing and extremes of shading. Herr 
Rosenthal, in spite of his magnificent con- 
trol of the instrument, cannot nearly equal 
the lhimpid finger work and exquisite 
refinement of Mr. dowsky, nor can 
he at all reproduce those fine grada- 
tions of light and shade of which the Chi- 
cago pianist is a past master. He is too 
fond of abrupt changes of tone, which take 
away from the clearness of the conception 
and the homogeneity of the execution. This 
fault was particularly noticeable in the 
barcarole by Chopin. Yet in the same com- 
poser’s ‘“‘ Berceuse” the pianist achieved 
great- delicacy and something approaching 
to tenderness. The two) studies were beau- 
tifully executed, and his contrapuntal ar- 
rangement of the D flat major waltz was so 
clever a piece of work that it had to be re- 
peated. 

In the Liszt version of Schubert's ‘* Lin- 
den Tree”’’ the treatment was rather more 
rough, and in the pianist’s characteristic 
detonative style, so that the voice part oc- 
casionally suffered, yet the true singing 
quality was now and then realized.

Mayor of Crawfordsville, Ind., Imposes 


Forfeit of Fifty Dollars a Day—Citi- 
zens Testify T Homes Were Un- 
inhabitable. 


Crawfordsville, Ind., | Dec. 21.—[Special. ]—

TWO BULLETS ARE SENT INTO MRS. 
AGGIE JOHNSON’S HBAD, 


Her Assailant, August Nelson, Then 
Cats His Own Throat in Her Home— 
Woman’s Refusal to Secure a Di- 
vorce and Marry Him Provokes His 
Murderous Frenzy—He Also Fires at 
Mise Augusta Naymeyer, but Misses 
Her—Wounds May Not Prove Fatal. 


Albert Nelson, 527 Milwaukee avenue, a 
painter, shot Mrs. Aggie Johnson twice in 


his own throat in the parlor of her home, 
383 West Chicago avenue. Both were taken 
to the County Hospital, and the physicians 
say they probably will recover. 

The tragedy is said to have been the result 
of Mrs. Johnson’s refusal to secure a divorce 


a year ago, and marry Nelson. Mrs. John- 
son has a son 9 years old and was married 
eleven years ago. Nelson boarded at her 
house before she and her husband separated 
and since then, it is said, he had wooed her 
s0 ardently and so persistently that she was 
compelled to appeal to the police for protec- 
tion against the annoyance. 

Several times Nelson appeared at her home, 
and forced himself into her presence. His 
affection for her, Mrs. Johnson says, was 
sincere, but she had no liking for him. She 
earned a living by keeping roomers at her 
home and selling artificial flowers which 
Nelson made for her, and when she became 
ill he paid for her care ata hospital. His at- 
tentions became so annoying that he was 
ordered to keep away from her home, but he 
persisted in visiting there, and two weeks 
ago Mrs. Johnson had him ejected from her 
home by Detectives George and Greyczik of 
the West Chicago Avenue Police Station. 

Mrs. Johnson and Augusta Naymeyer, who 
rooms in the house, went down-town shop- 
ping and returned about 12:30 o'clock. They 
were surprised to find the door locked on the 
insice, and were about to call for assistance 
when the door was suddenly opened by Nel- 
son. 

“What are you doing here?” inquired 
Mrs. Johnson. 

“I°want to speak to you,”’ said Nelson, as 
he followed her into the parlor. 

“But I do not want to speak to you. I 
want nothing to do with you and I want you 
to leave the house,”’ said Mrs. Johnson. 

, Nelson persisted, and when both women 
refused to listen, but ordered him to leave 
the house, he shot at Miss Naymeyer, the 
bullet passing over her left shoulder. She 
ran into the street and called for help. A 
druggist in the neighborhood notified the 
police, and a few minutes later Detectives 
George and Greyczik entered the house with 
Miss Naymeyer. In the parlor they found 
Mrs. Johnson and Nelson lying on the floor, 
both badly wounded, but conscious. When 
questioned by the detectives Mrs. Johnson 
said Nelson had first shot her and then had 
cut his own throat. 

. Miss Naymeyer is held at the West Chicago 
Avenue Police Station as a witness. She 
said she had been Uving seven weeks with 
Mrs. Johnson, who @uring that time had 
often been annoyed by Nelson. 

**Mrs. Johnson, however, loved her boy,”’ 
she said, *‘ and had no desire to become di- 
vorced from her husband. She refused to 
listen to Nelson’s appeals to marry him. He 
had been kind to her and she appreciated it 
and showed it, but she could not marry him. 
He became jealous of her and the shooting is 
the result.” 


OPPOSE BUTLER AMENDMENT. 


Ohio Republicans Give Free Expression 
to Their Opinion on Confederate 
Pension Plan. 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 21.—[Special. ]}—Promi- 
nent Republicans here object seriously to 
Senator Butler’s bill to pension Confederate 
veterans.

Former Collector of Customs M. B. Gary 
says: 

‘This measure is an outrage and an in- 
sult to the soldiers who fought for the 
preservation of the union.’’ 

Captain George A. McKay: “ It is wrong 
and is shameful. I am against the pension- 
ing of the Confederates and their widows.” 

Attorney W. H. Polhamus: “*“ Why men 
who were guilty of treason should be pen- 
sioned is beyond my comprehension. I

One of the “ evils” of the expansion pol- 
icy has been illustrated Im the case of the 
postoffice at Mahila. It is said that twenty 
men now do the work which required 200 
to perform under Spanish rule, thus throw- 
ing 180 men out of employment. It is 
strange that>this fact has not attracted the 
attention of Messrs. Carnegie, Schurz, Hoar, 
and the rest of the anti-expansionists as a 
“knockdown” argument in favor of their 


position. 


THrose anti-expansion papers which are 
urging that Admiral Dewey should be per- 
mitted to return home, in order that they 

‘sean make a hero of him, do not know what 
chances they are taking. Admiral Dewey 
4s a zealous expansionist, as are a large 
majority of those who participated in the 
late war, both in the army and navy, and if 
he should be permitted to return the coun- 
try would soon be unanimous in support of 
“the expansion policy. 


Tus Supreme Court has affirmed the de- 
cision of the lower court that the civil serv- 
‘ice law applies to the employés of the 
Board of Education. So that controversy 
is ended and the board is deprived of that 
petty patronage which it prized so highiy 


that it has been fighting for nearly four 
years to retain it, The board will appoint 


‘the school teachers, of course, but the clerks, 
janitors, etc., who are to fill future vacancies 
will have ta be certified hy the Civil Service 
commission. 


PREVENTION. OF TUBERCULOSIS. 

The Prince of Wales.lent his sanction 

and influence to an important movement 
when he recently presided over a meeting 
held at Marlborough House to promote the 
objects of the National Society for the 
Prevention of Consumption. The presence 
of the Marquis of Salisbury, the Bar! of 
Rosebery, and many noted scientists and 
physicians indicates the strength of the 
movement. A feature of the meeting was 
‘an announcement that a firm of South Afri- 
ean diamond mine owners had given $100,- 
000 for the erection of a sanitarium for 
the treatment of tuberculosis. The estab- 
lishing of open-air sanitariums and the 
education of the people in the means for 
preventing and checking the spread of 
tuberculosis of al] kinds are the chief aims 
of the society. 
‘ The speakers at this English meeting 
foutid occasion to commend the example 
of the United States in certain steps that 
have been taken for the prevention of tub- 
berculosis—among others, the rigid treat- 
ment of tuberculosis cattle and the Chi- 
«ago ordinance against expectoration in 
public conveyances. Lord Salisbury de- 
plored the fact that Great Britain was be- 
hind. the rest of the world in the matter 
of the prevention of consumption. His state- 
ment that success in this regard was to 
be sought in popular education much more 
than in laws is a point well taken. San- 
itary laws of this, sort can never be fully 
enforced until the masses of the people 
are thoroughly awakened to the nature of 
the dangers that inspire the laws. 

In this connection the statements of Sir 
William Broadbent, physician in ordinary 
to the Prince of Wales, are especially sig- 
nificant. Dr. Broadbent called attention to 
the fact that, though sanitary improve- 
ments had reduced the deaths from con- 
sumption 50 per cent in Great Britain in 
the last fifty years, yet there were still 

‘pearly. 60,000 deaths innually from 
berculous diseases in England and Wales 
alone. The trouble is that, though science 
has shown how to prevent the disease, the 
ignorance of the people defeats the ends 
ef science. Dr. Broadbent holds that con- 
sumption is not hereditary, but is con- 
veyed solely.through infection—a view now 
uecepted by the majority of scientists and 
bacteriologists. He said that if all the 
sputa of sufferers from the disease were 
destroyed, and all supplies of meat and 
milk kept free from the bacilli, tuberculous 
figease would entirely disappear. He add- 
ed that the chief cause of consumption was 
found in the expectorations of consump- 
tives, and urged the English railway and 
framcar companies to follow the example 
ofChicago in forbidding the filthy and 
Omnecessary habit of spitting in public 


places. 


There can no longer be the | slightest 
goubdt that the inhaling of the disease germs 
ta the fofm of dust is the worst cause of 
the spread of grip and of consumption. 
American scientists and reformers would 
io well ‘to follow the example of the Eng- 
slish Society for the Prevention of Con-

The feat of the aeronaut, 
(ANDREE’s Sap Percival Spencer, in cross- 
FATE ing the English Channel in 
RECALLED, a dirigible balloon ds chiefly 
interesting because it re- 
calls the mysterious fate of Professor An- 
drée and his party, who sailed out over the 
arctic wastes a couple of years ago, prob- 
ably never to be heard of again. Spencer is 
said to have used exactly the same steering 
apparatus as that utilized by Andrée. His 
successful journey of five hours from Lon- 
don to the neighborhood of Havre in France 
is rather a demonstration of the dangers of 
such experiments than a proof of the efficacy 
of Andrée’s apparatus. The so-called steer- 
ing gear of the balloon is extremely crude, 
and the fact that the car at one time dragged 
in the water, almost drowning its occupants, 
is sufficient indication of the probable fate 
of Andrée. The steering arrangement con- 
sists simply of a large sail and a long trail- 
ing rope. By means of the rope dragging on 
the ground something of the effect of a rud- 
der is obtained, so that the course of the 
balloon can be slightly altered. The fact 
that Mr. Spencer employed this apparatus 
only twice during the trip shows how far 
his balloon was from being actually dirigible. 
If Andrée happened upon a space of open 
sea, as is altogether probable, he and his 
party doubtless suffered the fate from which 
Spencer and his companion narrowly es- 
caped in the English Channel. 


AUSTIN STILL WELCOME. 

Last month the people of Austin voted 
not to annex themselves to Chicago, but 
to remain in the Town of Cicero, which 
they believed they would be able to con- 
tinue to rule over. Today they find them- 
selyes left alone in their glory, deserted 
by a majority of the inhabitants of Cicero. 
Oak Park, Berwyn, and Grant, with Haw- 
thorne and Morton Park, with a popula- 
tion of 12,400, have seceded and will form - 
‘three governments of their own. Austin 
and Clyde, with 11,200 inhabitants, retain 
the old title of Cicero and must do busi- 
ness by themselves the best they can. 

This remnant of the town consists of a 
narrow strip extending from North avenue 
to Thirty-ninth street. Between North 
avenue and Twelfth street it will be bound- 
ed on the east by Chicago. The gore south 
of Twelfth street, known as Clyde, will lie 
between the two new Villages of Grant 
and Berwyn. The northern and southern 
strips have no interests in common and 
will not pull together. They will find self- 
government on the future small scale ex- 
pensive and unsatisfactory. So will the 
new villages which have been carved out 
of Cicero. 

The people of Austin should understand 
that in spite of their unwise and ungracious 
conduct at the November election, tvhen a 
majority of them voted against annexa- 
tion, Chicago is still ready to admit them, 
give them a hearty welcome, and do for 
them a variety of desirable things which 
they are too poor to do for themselves. 
They are now a lone, forlorn remnant, and 
should be glad to take refuge under the 
sheltering wing of the city. As for Clyde, 
that can annex itself to either Berwyn or 
Grant and remain there until those villages 
have been swallowed up by the city. That 
is bound to happen in the nears future. 
Cicero cannot escape its inevitable absorp- 
tion by breaking up into fragments. That 
annexation.

A GOOD STREET RAILWAY DECISION. 
The traction companies have made public 
on several occasioms many of the cheering 
statements their attorneys have made to 
them, statements which, if true, prove that 
an attempt to compel those companies to 
give adequate compensation for privileges 
enjoyed will be a failure. The charters 
of the street railroad companies, taken out 
under the State law relative to corpora- 
tions, run for ninety-nine years. The legal 
advisers of the companies have been telling 
them that while the city may grant them 
the right to lay down tracks and run 
cars in a particular street for a term of 
twenty years the grant is in effect a per- 
petual one, or rather, that it lasts as léng 
as does the franchise of the company. 

So the companies have been saying: “If 
we do not get extensions when our pres- 
ent city grants expire, we are in possession 
and we shall remain in possession, because 
we are confident the courts will decide 
we can hold on as long as our charters 
are good, and they will not expire for eighty 
years tocome.” But the Supreme Court of 
Indiana, daring to disagree with the trac- 
tion company lawyers, has just decided that ‘ 
their contention is not good law. | 

The old street railroad company of Indi- 
anapolis has a perpetual charter from the 
State. It was given by the municipal au- 
thorities of that city the right to oceupy 
certain streets for a term of year’, ex- 
piring in 1901, The Council ordinance pro- 
vided also that no other company should 
be allowed to lay its tracks in any of the 
unoccupied streets. A few years ago the 
municipal authorities, not being satisfied 
with the methods of the old company, grant- 
ed permission to a new concern to lay its 
tracks in some of the unoccupied streets 
and also in the streets where the old com- 
pany had its tracks when the license of the 
latter expired. 

That old company raised at once the point 
that its privilege of exclusion was violated 
by giving another company the right to 
use vacant streets, and the further point 
that as it had a perpetual charter it had 
a perpetual right to occupy the streets, 
the use of which had been granted to it 
by the city for a limited period. The 
Supreme Court disposes of this last point as 
follows: 

It will never do, as it seems to us, to admit 
that by first agreeing to allow the company to 
enter upon its streets and continue there for a 
definite time the city had thereby given up 
forever that exclusive control over its streets 
which the same section of the act provides shall 
never be impaired by any construction that may 
be given to tte statute under which the com- 
pany was organized. As well contend that a 
land owner, by allowing a tenant to enter upon 
and cultivate his farm for a limited period, has 
thereby lost forever the right to occupy it him- 
self, even after the time prescribed in the lease has 
expired. 

Therefore the old company must get out 
in 1901, The new company, in the mean- 
while, is allowed to enter on streets not 
now occupied by the other corporation. 
Thus is one of the bugaboo claims of the 
' lawyers of the Chicago traction companies

of the fact there is nothing in the Utah 
constitution disqualifying him for acts 
committed before the adoption of that in- 
strument. If the position of Judge Goodwin 
should be maintained by the House it may 
not only relieve that body from the scandal 
that would follow the seating of an avowed 
polygamist as one of its members, but teach 
the people of Utah a lesson that will be use- 
ful to them in future elections. 


. AGAINST A CONVENTION. 

“A few weeks ago certain agitators for 
the calling of a constitutional conventiun 
succeeded in getting some local organiza- 
tions to appoint a committee to investi- 
gate this question. It was the expectation 
of the agitators that the committee, of 
which John 8S. Miller was made chairman, 
would submit a report in full accordance 
with their views and that they, thus backed 
up, could go before the Legislature and 
demand that it submit to the popular vote 
the question of the calling of a convén- 
tion. 

That committee has made its report and 
it is not at all what the men who se- 
cured its appointment fancied it would be. 
It is a brief, sensible document which 
throws cold water on the plans of the 
conventionists. It points out that a re-~ 
vision of the constitution is but one out 
of three ways in which certain alleged 
reforms can be secured. Many of those 
reforms can be had through legislation. The 
consolidation of the Supreme Court was 
brought about in that manner, where the 
legislative method is impossible. An amend- 
ment to the constitution, submitted by the 
Legislature and ratified by the voters, will 
accomplish the object. It has been claimed 
that the revenue articlemeeds amendment. 
A new revenue law has been enacted. If 
it works satisfactorily no amendment will 
be needed; if it does not, one can be adopted. 

There are certain individuals who think 
city and county governments in Chicago 
should be consolidated: There are others 
who want a new system of minor local 
courts. They all demand a convention to 
make these changes. The committee tells 
them 2 convention is unnecessary. One 
amendment to article 10—if ratified-by the 
voters— will consolidate city and county gov- 
ernments. Another amendment to the 
judiciary article ratified two years later 
will give this city new petty courts. In 
short, the committee states precisely what | 
Tue TRisuns has said over and over again 
of late years. It echoes also a frequently 
made recommendation of this paper that 
the election law be amended so that con- 
stitutional amendments shall be printed on 
a separate ballot.

EVACUATING lanos’ announcemént that 
CUBA, the evacuation of Havana 
will be. completed on or be- 
fore Jan. 1. There are still 16,000 Spanish 
troops in the city, but fourteen transports 
are expected to arrive from Spain in the 
next week or so, and these should be ample 
for completing the work of repatriation. As 
the United States will be responsible for all 
Spaniards left on the island after the first 
of the new year, it will simplify mailers 
considerably if all the Spanish troops can be 
got out before that time. Americans do not 
want the thankless task of protecting a lot 
of troublesome and riot-provoking Span- 
lards such as have recently been coming 
into collision with the Cubans in and around 
Havana, General Lee is doing his full share 
toward keeping the peace by acceding to 
Castellanos’ request not to send any of his 
regiments to take charge of the seacoast 
batteries in the city until after the final 
evacyation. In the meantime, however, the 
Stars and Stripes have been raised over 
Fort Atares, in full sight of the wreck of 
the Maine, and in nine days more they will 
be flying over Morro and all the rest of the 
Spanish fortifications. 


NON-UNION MEN HAVE RIGHTS. 

Organized labor in this city ordered the 
Board of Education to adopt a rule that 
no contracts should be let by it for build- 
ings, etc., except to contractors who agreed 
to employ union labor only. The board 
showed some unwillingness to obey, and in 
order to put the screws on it a suspension 
of labor on several school buildings then 
‘nearing completion was threatened. The 
board weakly yielded and adopted the rule 
discriminately against one class of labor in 
favor of another class. | 

The Supreme Court has just decided, as 
was to be expected, that this rule is un- 
lawful. A contractor a to repair a 
school building for a certain sum if com- 
pelled to use union labor and for a smaller 
sum if allowed to use p> ppwey labor. 


The board, acting under its new fangled 
rule, refused to award the contract unless 
union labor was employed, A bill was 
filed against the board to have the contract 
declared illegal. The lower court sus- 
tained the contract. The Supreme Court 
does not for reasons which wil! commend 
themselves to all except those who be- 
lieve that men who refuse to belong to 
trades unions ought not to be allowed to 
work, 

The Supreme Court holds that the rule 
in question discriminates between differ- 
ent classes of citizens, restricts competition, 
and tends to increase the cost of work 
which has to be paid for by all the tax- 
payers and not by “ organized labor ” alone. 
The rule was adopted for the benefit of 
a “labor trust” and to put a stop to the 
competition of “ unorganized labor” with 
that trust. It was ‘nt to drive into 


unions men who do not want to join 
them, by making it harder for those men 
to get work if they do not join unions. 
Neither the School board nor any other 
public agency should countenance such an 
attempt. | 

The strongest reason which the court 
gives for its decision is the unconstitu- 
tionality—patent to all except the more 
ignorant labor men—of attempts to make 
publie employers of labor discriminate 
against one set of citizens in favor of 
another merely because the former do not 
belong to certain voluntary organizations 
called “labor unions.” If such a_  dis- 
crimination were lawful it would be law- 
ful to provide that no contract should be 
let to a contractor, no matter how low his 
bid, unless he agreed to employ only 
Protestants, or Catholics, or native born 
Americans, or naturalized citizens. 

This decision of the Supreme Court will 
put a stop to further attempts to secure 
by laws, ordinances, and rules a monopoly 
for “organized labor.” Contractors who 
do work for the Board of Education and 
other public bodies will be free to employ 
whatever labor they please. If they prefer 
union to non-union labor, that is their own 
affair. A private citizen can discriminate 
as much as he pleases between different 
classes of labor. The State and its subor- 
dinate agencies. before which all classes 
stand on an equal footing, cannot.

The window 
frames, the furniture, the hangings, and the other 
pictures all suffered severely, but Admiral Dewey's 
picture is still as clean and fresh as on the day it 
was hung. - 

North - Dakota will this winter elect a United 
States Senator to replace W. N. Roach, a Demo- 
crat elected by a Republican Legislature in 1808. 
The Legislature this year is strongly Republican, 
and there is no danger of the repetition of the 
fiasco of 1893.

What the United States Has Done in 
One Hundred Years—Contrast of 
1898 with 1798. 


A n of the territorial area and 
the national influence of the Unjted States 
with those of 1708 will show the vast ma- 
terial and moral advance which this coun- 
try has made in 100 years. In the historical 
books 1798 does not figure with any promi- 
nence, but in reality it is an important land- 
mark in the country’s expansion. It was 
just a hundred years ago that the pro- 
visions of the treaty of peace with England 
in 1788 were fully and finally carried out. 
For fifteen years after that date the United 
States, in its endeavors to secure the 
boundaries guaranteed in that agreement, 
was obstructed by two nations, England and 
Spain. The British held possession of posts 
at Oswego, Niagara, Detroit, and other 
places in United Stdtes territory on the 
northern frontier, until Jay’s treaty, which, 
among other things, provided for their 
evacuation, went into operation in 1796, and 
even then the work of abandonment was 
carried on with a slowness which was ex- 
ceedingly exasperating to the people of the 
United States. 

With Spain, however, the United States 
had much more trouble in securing its treaty 
rights under the agreement of 1783 than it 
had with England. Then, as now, Spain 
was slow in grasping the justice of any de- 
mand by any other nation, and in that par- 
ticular crisis the situation for this country 
was rendered doubly embarrassing by the 
fact that Spain was still one of the great 
powers of the earth, while the United States 
was only an insignificant spot on the map 
and had no rights which any of the great na- 
tions felt bound to respect. Spain contended 
that the Florida region which she gained 
from England during the war of the Amer- 
ican revolution, and which extended west 
to the Mississippi, went as far north as the 
mouth of the Yazoo, about the parallel of 
32° north latitude, which would make the 
southerly line of the United States on the 
Mississippi end at that point. 

Both England and the United States, on 
the other hand, insisted that this country’s 
southern boundary went down to latitude 
31°. At last the protests and threats of the 
United States and Spain’s dangers in the 


Napoleonic wars then under way compelled , 


the latter te accede to the American de- 
mands. Spain did this in the treaty of San 
Lorenzo in 1795, which was ratified by the 
Senate in 1796, but 1708 arrived before the 
Spanish flag went down in Natchez, the 
most important town in the territory in 
dispute, and the Stars and Stripes went up. 
Then, fifteen ycars after the treaty of inde- 
pendence, and just a hundred years ago, the 
title of the United States to all its territory 
between the Atlantic and the Mississippi 
and from the great lakes to the Florida line 
was definitely confirmed. 

America’s situation in 1898, materially and 
morally, makes a striking contrast with that 
of 1798. On the day when Gayoso’s forces 
lowered their flag in Natchez and sailed 
down to New Orleans, the person who 
stepped below the southerly line of Georgia, 
into the lower end of what is now the State 
of Mississippi, or who crossed the Mississippi 
River, would be in a foreign land. We were 
surrounded on three sides by powerful na- 
tions. England was north of us as now, 
and Spain was south and west of us, as she 
held Florida, which comprised the present 
State of that name and a strip westward 
along the southerly line of what are now the 
States of Alabama and Mississippi to the 
Mississippi River, and she had all the region 
west of the river. The population of the 
country was about 5,000,000. 

The Louisiana cession and all the other 
annexations were still in the distance. No- 
body could have foreseen at that time that 
the narrow strip of populated area east of 
the Alleghanies, with the scarcely less 
diminutive stretch of wilderness between 
those mountains and the Mississippi, would 
ever reach the Gulf of Mexico and the Pa- 
cific. Much less could anybody have fore- 
seen then that this country would annex 
all of Russian America, absorb all the islands 
of value in the Gulf of Mexico, and acquire 
possessions scattered through the Pacific 
extending almost to the continent of Asia. 
The growth of America from an area of 
827,000 square miles and a population of 
5,000,000 in 1798 to an area of 3,800,000 square 
miles and a population of 85,000,000 in 1898, 
attended as it has been by a rise from a 
position in which its enmity had no menace 
for even the feeblest of foreign States to one 
in which its friendship is sought by the most 
powerful nations of the earth, represents a 
pat advancement without

Not Ships Enough for Our Commerce, 

Enormous as our exports have been for 
1898, they would have been vastly greater 
but for lack of ships to carry our goods. 

Every grain shipping city of the West 
today has its elevators glutted for lack of 
cars to carry the grain it desires to ship to 
the seaboard. And this lack of cars is 
caused by the fact that there are not ships 
enough at the seaports to receive the grain 
that is offered. Wherefore, loaded cars by 
hundreds and thousands must be held idle 
in the freight yards awaiting an unloadirg, 

So greatly excessive is the demand for 
freight room that the ocean freight rate has 
been increased this year to an extent that 
yields to the average steamer no less than 
$11,200 per trip in excess of its usual profit. 

The shrewd men who handle this com- 
merce of ours evidently expect it to continue 
and to increase as the years go on. Upon 
that assumption they are investing their 
money by scores of millions of dollars in the 
construction of new ships designed to carry 
the exports of this country. 

The Journal of Commerce catalogues no 
less than fifty-five new steamers, averaging 
more than 10,000 tons each and most of them 
with twin screws, that are built or building 
for the New York trade alone, leaving out 
of the account those designed for Boston, 
Newport News, and other ports. 

If these ships had been in commission this 
year our exports, instead of being $1,200,- 
000,000 would pretty certainly have exceeded 
that sum by an enormous amount. 

Next year we shall have all these new 
ships. If heaven favors us with a bountiful 
harvest fot them to carry our commercial 
supremacy next year will be so firmly estab- 
lished as to leave no further room for rival- 
ry. If we had had ships enough this year 
we should have been so far first in commerce 
that there would have been “ no second.” — 
New York World.

000 in creating additional water power at 
Joliet,”” said Trustee Carter. ‘‘We are 
obliged to expend this sum without receiving 
one dollar’s benefit by reason of the in- 
creased water power provided. I voted for 
the settlement because there was nothing 
else to be done under the circumstances. 
To have apposed the settlement would have 
delayed the completion of the chanel in- 
definitely.” 

Lindblom’s New Rule Rejected. 

Civil Service Commissioners Carroll and 
Ludwig yesterday voted down President 
Lindblom’s proposed amendment to the 
rulcs te provide that when eligibles are cer- 
tified the duties rather than the titles of 
the office are to be considered. It has been 
the custom whenever it was wanted to ap- 
point a man to office for a political reason 
to apply to the commission. for an eligible 
for some office for which no examination 
had be held. For instance, after examina- 
tions were held for ward superintendents 


‘and the political heelers holding those of- 
 fices had failed to pass, the office of ward 
(superintendent was abolished and that of 
‘ward foreman put in its place. 
twere identical, but nominally the commis-

sion had no eligibles for ward foreman, al- 
though it had a long list for ward super- 
intendents, and the city administration at 
once put back the former ward superin- 
tendents, calling them ward foremen, as

Deficit Threatens the County. 
Superintendent of Public Service Healy 
ihas prepared a statement of the county’s 
probable receipts and necessary expendi- 
tures for the coming year for the informa- 
tion of the Board of Commissioners.

WOULD PAY THE HERD OWNERS. 


Live Stock Board Asks for Funds to. 
Pursue Extermination of 
Tuberculosis. 


Springfield, Ill., Dec. 21.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. }—The State Board of Live Stock 
Commissioners today filed with the Gov- 
ernor its thirteenth annual report, which 
contains many items of interest regarding 
the contagious diseases of animals with 
which it deals.) 

During the year the board has made tuber- 

culin tests on all dairy herds for which ap- 
plications were’ made. There were fewer 
‘tests made than during the previous year, 
not because the disease was any less preva- 
lent among the untested herds of the State, 
but simply because a less number of owners 
of herds appeared to be willing to bear all 
the loss to be sustained through the de- 
struction of members of their herds that 
would respond to the test. 
The experience gained through the tuber- 
culin tests made in dairy herds by the board 
since tht efficiency and accuracy of tuber- 
culin as a diagnostic agent, has become 
established points clearly to the fact that 
throughout the dairy districts of the State 
tuberculosis prevails among the dairy cattle 
to a considerable extent. While in many 
herds only a few cases have been disclosed, 
in a large number of herds a considerable 
percentage has been found affected, and 
there has been in many of these herds con- 
clusive evidence of the development and 
spread of the disease among cattle through 
contagion. The report goes on:

The report states that during the year 
there were three outbreaks of Southern cat- 
tle fever among cattle in the State, and ex- 
posure in each case was not due to illegal 
importation of Southern cattle. A full ac- 
count is given of the experiments conducted 
by the board during the year for the pur- 
pose of demonstrating that Southern cattle 
dipped in extra dynamo oil and sulphur are 
incapable, as has been claimed by the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, of conveying 
Southern fever to Northern native cattle to 
which they are exposed. 

The tests thoroughly @emendtrated that 
the young ticks hatched from the eggs laid 
by ticks that came from Southern cattle are 
the cause of the disease in Northern native 
cattle, and the exposure tests conducted 
satisfactorily demonstrated that in the ab- 
sence of these ticks the Southern cattle can 
be safely handled at any season of the year 
with. Northern natives. 

As a result of these tests and similar ex- 
posure tests made in other States during the 
summer the board so modified its regula- 
tions as to admit to Northern pastures dur- 
ing any séason of the year Southern cattle 
that have been dipped in extra dynamo oil 
and sulphur, and the board expresses the 
opinion that it only remains for practical 
experimentation in dipping to demonstrate 
the conditions necessary to be observed in 
handling Southern cattle submitted to the 
dip to prevent any loss therefrom among 
dipped cattle.

| SIDE LIGHTS ON THE WAR 


INTERESTING COMPILATION OF NAVY 
REPORTS JUST MADE PUBLIC. 


Ensign Ward, in Enemy’s Country in 
Disguise Within a Week After Dec- 
laration of Hostilities, Secures Val- 
uable Information — Dewey Pre- 
pares in Advance for Aggressive 
Action — Accounts from Spanish 
Commanders. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—The official 
reports of all commanding officers of the 
navy during the war have been compiled and 
published by the Navy department. While 
treating of events that have already figured 
in official reports that have reached the pub- 
lic, the documents still contain many minor 
reports that throw side lights on interesting 
phases of the war. 

Ensign H. H. Ward, who at the begininng 
of the war wason duty in the Navigation bu- 
reau, volunteered for secret service duty and 
within a week after the declaration of war 
disguised himself and went straight into the 
heart of the enemy’s country, making his 
headquarters at Cadiz. He informed the 
Navy department here of the actual strength 
of the Spanish naval vessels and their 
movements. Then he went to the West 
Indies and reported everything that was 
going on there of importance to the Amer- 


‘lean navy. 


Next he went again into the enemy’s 
country in disguise, this time to Porto Rico, 
where he was arrested as a suspicious char- 
acterandaspy. By adroitness he managed 
to secure his release, and, escaping from 
San Juan, cabled the Navy department a 
full account of the state of the defenses 
there and the preparations making for the 
reception of the Spanish squadron under 
Cervera. 

While Ward was in Porto Rico, Ensign 
Buck, another attaché of the Navigation 
bureau, was on the shore of the Mediter- 
ranean in’ disguise, watching every move- 
ment of the squadron of Admiral Camara. 

Admiral Dewey was told long before the 
declaration of war, on Feb. 25, *‘ in the event 
of war with Spain your duty will be to see 
that the Spanish squadron does not leave 
the Asiatic coast, and then begin offensive 
operations in the Philippines. Keep Olym- 
pia until further orders.’’ The latter order 
is explained by the fact that the flagship 
had been ordered back to the United States 
for an overhauling. 

Story of Dewey Victory. 

The reports of the famous naval! battles of 
Cavite includes one from United States Con- 
sul Williams, a rather unusual thing in a 
report of a strictly naval character. but 
fully justified by its picturesque and tech- 
nical description of Dewey’s great victory. 
Following it is a report to his government 
on the same engagement by the commander- 
in-chief of the ill-fated Spanish fleet, Mon- 
tejo. The Admiral describes in vivid 
language the terrible effect of the American 
onslaught on the Spanish vessdls. He says:

Sampson’s Havana Plan. 

The report of the operations of the north 
Atlantic fleet comprises the larger part of 
‘the collection. Most of the facts have al- 
ready appeared, but in the beginning there 
is a most interesting exchange of letters be- 
tween Secretary Long and Admiral Samp- 
son, showing that even before the outbreak 
of the war the Admiral had worked out a 
complete plan for the immediate reduction of 
Havana, with his own squadron, unsupport- 
ed, and was only prevented from carrying 
out that plan by orders from the department, 
which wished to protect the big ironclads. 

There is a lively report from Captain Sigs- 
bee of the engagement between the St. Paul 
under his command and the Spanish tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Terror, which resulted 
in the flight of the-destroyer in a sinking 

condition into the harbor, where it was run 
aground to prevent it from sinking. Cap- 
tain Folger of the New Orleans testifies to 
the damage done by the shot of the St. 
Paul, repeating the testimony of an Eng- 
lish resi@ent of San Juan, who examined the 
Terror. 

An unpublished report up to this time is 
one by Admiral Schley, dated June 1, giving 
an account of the bombardment by his fleet 
of the fortifications of Santiago the day 
before Sampson arrived on the scene. The 
Admiral says in part: 

None of our vessels was struck, although the 
shots fell over and around them. I have learned 
from Saroeet sources that the Renia Mercedes 
was struck by a shell and eight men were killed; 
also that a sumber of shots struck the Morro. The
